The significance ol the voz ae CHTM'S agonizing 


entreaties lor union among the Spaniards begins to 
be appreciated here. The want of union has caused 
an entire lailure of the project which that Journal 
aud the party at represents had in view. Satisfied 
with their success in tlie deposition of Dnlce, aud 
believing that the current they had set in motion 
would continue to carry all before it, they antici- 
pated, from the union they advocated, a full reali- 
zation of those projects which iormed the base of 
their antagonism to Dulce'3 administration. These 
constituted no less than the establishment ot a colo- 
nial government which, while iu apparent accord 
with Spam, should entirely control tne island. In 
the present very complicated situation they could 
not hope tor success in striking for iadependence, 
and so tney claimed allegiance while striving for a 
practical separation. 


Following on the departure or Bulce, which took 


place on Saturday last, a meeting was to have taken 
place on Snuday at the Tacon theatre to inaugurate 
the movement. Discord, however, crept into the 
councils. Many were hesitating and fearful as to 
whither thetr steps were leading, aud a sharp rain 
storm was sufficient to prevent the assemblage- It 
was then proposea among the agitators to publish a 
manifesto explanatory of their action in the deposi- 
tion of Dnlce; but here, too, oDinious were round so 
variable and antagonistic that the idea was aban- 
doned. 
Finally It was determined to prepare a 


statement of the ,whole matter for publication in 
Spam, but while this was under consideration news 
arrived that Rodas was coming with 4.000 men.

tegrity of Spain. During tno week it has been tren- 
eraliy circulated that IJulce would stop at Porto 
Kico In order to meet Kodas and explain the situa- 
tion here. 


In consequence of the divisions among the Span- 
ish population, now temporarily lulled, many ol the 
more intelligent and wealthy Peninsulars despair of 
the preservation of the island. They lear, too the 
brutality or the volunteers, many of whom are of the 
very scum of society, lior Is It anticipated tnat 
Spaniards more than foreigners will escape rrorn the 
outrages following on the outbreak alwavs immi- 
nent. Many or the Spanish families are leaving in 
consequence. Among those who have recently gone 
is the well known and extensive slave trailer 
Durafiona, who has heretofore enjoyed great pres- 
tige with the numerous body of Catalans here 
On 
taking leave or his rriends he expressed the hope 
that they would come through the conflict success- 
tally, but ne did not wish to remain through the 
scenes of horror he anticipated. 
Though, not generally known, it la a well authenti- 
cated tact that tiie Basque volunteers left here very 
ranch dissatisfled. They Insisted that Ihuy came out 
fcere to assist the volunteers ol the island in the 
suppression of the insurrection; that Miev were 
willing to go with them any and everywhere; but it 
-was not reasonable that they alone should be sent 
to the Held, entirely unacquainted as they were with 
the country and not acclimated. Thli feeling inter- 
fered to some extent with the celebration conse- 
quent on their arrival, and unpleasant demonstra- 
tions were at one time reared. Tlie Vascongados 
were finally prevailed upon to accompany Lesca to 
Villa Clara, which place, as given out to them, they 
are to garrison. The ill reeling behind was allayed 
by their apparent departure roi'-the scene or oDera- 
tlons. The custom here la to receive the volunteers 
Irom the Peninsula with triumphal arches, feast 
them, deck them with flowers, then send them to 
the fleld, while the local volunteers remain at home 
to wear their pretty uniform and guard the Cubaiias. 
Naturally the Peninsulars regard this ia more than 
their proportion of crow. Tbe 111 feeling throughout 
the island between the volunteers and regulars 13 
confirmed, and affrays are sttia to have occurred In 
Trinidad, Sagua and villa Clara. 
The fact that Peru and Chile have recognized the 
belligerent rights or the Cubans has caused deep sen- 
eation here among the Spaniards. At a meeting 
held at the house of Don Ramon Herrera, colonel of 
the Firth battalion of volunteers, the subject was un- 
der consideration, together with Its probable effect. 
The order directing the Judges or the Court and 
other employes of the government belonging In 
Porto Principe to proeeea to the scene of their duties 
nas been revoked, owing, as Is said, to the reception 
or unfavorable news from that jurisdiction. Insur- 
gent accounts state that cjue.iada is concentrating a 
large force about Principe, with a view to a closer 
siege than heretofore. Letona, who among others 
nas been accused ol selling himself to the insurgents', 
recently issued some very stringent and cruel orders 
threatening the famines of those who remain in Prin- 
cipe in cose the city snail be attacked. News of au 
Important engagement there la daily expected. The 
railroad has again been cut and it ia reported that u 
provision tram has been captured. 
The insurgents state that Quesada will soon send 
a strong Joree west and that ne has promised to be 
In Havana by the 15th of August, 


A Spaulsh soldier belonging to the engineer corps, 
recently returned from the Held, expresses his sur- 
prise at tne general tone or- the Havana press on 
operations In the interior.

More Details of tsie Kipe Filibusters. 


MAYAKI, May 27,1869. 


The force which went out on the 20th met an 


English filibuster belonging to the late expedition, 
and who got strayed in the woods. He stated that 
the expedition amounted t5 1,200 men, with 6,000 
stand of arms and eighteen cannon. He further 
mentioned that another expedition was expected, 
which latter is not improbable, as a war- steamer 
reported yesterday having sighted a suspicious look- 
Ing vessel, which took another course ana was bein 
chased. 


Colonel Hidalgo had just arrived from Santiago 


with 140 men ia the steamer Guantanamo. After 
landing he was reinforced by eighty artillerists, 
shipped to the war steamer Africa; feo do. from 
Gibara ana flftr-eight infantry of this garrison. The 
whole force, having formed, took the crossroad to 
Holguin, where they arrived and found the rations 
of the enemy's advance guard. 
Afterwards they 
came up with 300 of tne filibusters escorting a con- 
voy. They flred live show, winch were speedilv re- 
plied to by our t'anguard, and then a bayonet

was 
made, wane 
the enemy made 
n've discharges, which only caused our lorce two 
wonnaed. It was our vanguard that replies, till the 
column came close to the enemy, who was then 
charged at the point of tne bayonet, when he made 
another volley and immediately dispersed, taking 
refuge in the swamps, abandoning his convoy end 
many articles OT war which were very useful to our 
troops. A torrent of ram iell shortly afterwards, 
and the examination of tlie field was postponed for 
the following nay.

landed was 400, of whom 
only forty-five to 
fifty were foreigners—Americans, Germans, Belgians 
and Italians. All that was captured and could not 
be carried away was destroyed on the 25th, and the

One of the cannon taken was scut 07 Colonei 
ilidaigo to tne Captain General. The list 'of the so- 
called "Riflemen, ot Liberty" \vi\o -were In. this expe- 
dition shows that they are all Cubans. 
The generality of the niibustci-s wear nine woollen 
shires aud pantaloons and some udorn their heads 
with a red cap.

Cincinnati «. Atlantic—The "Red Stockinet" 


Achieve Another Victory. 


Base ball is dying out. It has mounted a veloci- 


pede aud ridden far beyond the range of popularity. 
One would be apt to think so if he wore to have 
visited the Capitollne grounds yesterday afternoon. 
Why, there were scarcely more than 10,000 or 12,000 
people present to witness a grand game of base ball. 
Badinage aside, it is safe to say that there were not 
more man 10,000 or 12,009. present, and it is equally 
safe to say that there were not many less than 10,000 
spectators on the ground. While the prospect of a 
game between tne Atlantics and worthy opponents 
would at any time attract a large crowd, the unpre- 
cedented display made by the "Red Stockings" 
against the Mutuals on Tuesday fanned the names 
of anxiety and interest with which the base ball 
loving community in this vicinity was being 
consumed, and they flockea for relief to their feel- 
ings to witness the red-legged Porkopolltaus and 
the veteran Atlantics struggle for the mastery, 
iours before the time announced for the playing to 
jegm the more anxious began to apply for admis- 
lon to the grounds, and fully half an Hour before 
he game commenced the crowd appeared to be so 
aeasa that no more could be packed In. From all 
directions the crowd poured in. They came in tne 
jars of every line that ran within shooting distance 
of the grounds; at the carriage entrance-way there 
was a steady stream of carts and wagons, with 
seats improvised for the occasion ana hired out, 
hotel 'busses, hackney coaches, stages, light wagons, 
leavy wagoas and all sorts of vesicles, except ve- 
oclsedes, and all crowded to excess.

THE SCENE 


was one of surpassing grandeur. The field, level as 
a billiard table, presented the appearance of a broad 
sheet of green uncut velvet. The bright yet pleasing 
hue ot the grass was relieved somewhat by the dark 
brown gravel paths between the bases and the 
pitchers' and catchers' places aud ttte dazzling 
whiteness of the bases.

HOW IT OCC0KKED. 
The immediate cause of the hostile meeting which 
we are about to chronicle is the result of political 
differences between rival editors. 
UotU gentlemen 
edit newspapers in New York. One is published in 
the Cuban interest and is called the Li&erta&.Cu&as. 
The other advocates Spanish interests and Is named 
El Cromea. It is not astonishing they could not 
agree, and each wrote what was probably con- 
sidered by theso hot-headed Southrons as in- 
sulting articles, irhich could only be atoned 
for in blood. It is said that they happened to 
meet in a New York hotel, and while each was sur- 
rounded by his respective friends the Spaniard gave 
tne Cuban the lie, which caused tue latter to throw 
a glass of wine into the Spaniard's face. As a mat- 
ter oi course so flagrant a challenge could have only 
one settlement, and that was a recourse to the 
auetto. Friends were at once named, who settled 
upon time and place of meeting. This they decided 
should be in Canada, and no less a personage than 
the Captain General's lieutenant is said to have 
come on two weeks ago and selected the ground 
upon which the fight should take place. 


THE AKEiVAL. 
On Saturday the principals and their friends, eight 
in number, arrived at Niagara Fails, N. Y, Tae 
Spanish party registered at the International, while 
the Cubans selected the Cataract as their headquar- 
ters.

THE MEETING. 
The prmclDals, {who are small, swarthy-looking 
men, walked up to the ground with quick, nei-vous 
strides.

The drivers of the carriages were then called, but 
one of them failed to appear lor a few minutes, hav- 
ing taken shelter m an adjacent sandhole, so as to 
be out of harm's way. As quickly as possible both 
parties got into thetr carriages and were driven back 
to their hotels across ttte river, the affair having 
only occupied about an hour. They had only just 
had breakfast before the authorities were apprised 
of what had taken place.

CHOLERA IN GAMBIA. WEST COAST OF AFRICA. 


By the last accounts, dated the lltti of May, re 


cclvcd from the Gambia, It appears that the cholera 
which had almost entirely ceased in McCarthy' 
Island, has now broken out with great virulence a 
Bathurst, tha seat of tho government. Admira 
I'atcy, the administrator of tho government hart ii 
anticipation or the disease taken every precautloi 
for Its prevention or mitigation; gauM of men hat 
been employed cleaning the streets and bnrylnir 
every sort of fllth or nuisance; part of the genera 
store had boon converted Into a temporary rioHpita 
to hold fifty or sixty paticnl.s, and fourteen stations, 
opened in tho town for the distribution of medicines. 


The flrst decided caac appeared on tho 6th of May 


and from tnat date the disease rapidly spread—from 
seven deaths on tno 6th to seventeen on the oth 
twenty-nine on tho 14th and thirty-two on the 15th 
out of a population of about four thousand. 
The 


total number of deaths np to tho 17th of May were 
100; of these none were Europeans. Tho disease 
nccms to be of the most violent character; thrco or 
four hours are reported to be the longest attack 
while many drop dead after as many minutes. 


The cholera having hitherto been nnknown to the 
natives, a panic has taken possession of them ant 
tho Administrator and ni» secretary, Mr. Fowler 
have been obliged to bury the dead in tronchoa, net 
tliiK the example wltn their own hands, as the only 
way to induce t!io natives to assist In tne work, Ta 
iiisciwo IH also threading among tho native 
((long tbo rlvor.

In those days 
jorrespondeuts were as good as tho best, and they 
could stand iu front of the bright wood fire and KicS 
he forestlck if they liked, in token or their impa- 
ience for casual visitors to retire and give them a 
Chance for a private word. 
Mr. Lincoln never allowed unnecessary obstacles 
o be thrown in the way of visitors. His time and 
trength we re severely taxed, but he never denied 
interviews to those who sought his presence, sava 
when the pressure of important duties made it tm- 
lossible for him to grant them. To the gentlemen 
associated with the leading newspapers of the coua- 


•y he was particularly kind and courteous. He dia 
not regard the Executive Department as so essen- 
tially different from the others as to require a sys- 
tem of excluslveness. He loosed upon it as a 
)usmess branch of tne government, the trausao 
lions or which were public property, to be conveyed 
:o the public through legitimate channels and in 
the most accurate lorrn. The presentation of a 
correspondent's request for admission did not exclto 
his ire. On the contrary, it was his pleasure to see 
anil converse with gentlemen .whoso employment 
was to collect important facts and conyey them to 
the world In an intelligible form. In that familiar 
manner which was peculiar to him he nsed some- 
times to say, "Well, boys, I haven't a thina to tell 
you; but I'm glad to see yon, because you always 
bring me some news;" and then he wonld sit and 
converse with them, gaining a fund of Information 
upon general topics which he had neither the tuno 
nor the strength to glean from other sources. 
With the late incumbent, A. J., there was no diffi- 
culty in obtaining an interview. Indeed, Andy loved 
to talk with press men when ne found them intelli- 
gent aud worthy of confidence. 
Bach of these administrations was distinguished 
for the good or evil it accomplished, and their sepa- 
rate heads succeeded in making gome friends and of 
enemies enough. -They were all possessed of at 
least some elements or power, nor were they desti- 
tute of those qualities of adhesiveness that impart 
strength to political factions and emciency to or- 
ganized effort. They were capable of originating a 
policy and of submitting its merits to the severe tsst 
of popular scrutiny. 
Whatever may be said of our new administration 
by the critical observers of Its prozress, it may bo 
safely affirmed that ic is not so absorbed with pend- 
ing and vital issues as to disturb its equanimity oc 
prevent its participation in pleasures aud pastimes, 
with extraordinary facilities for coml'ort and exclu- 
sivcaess and a full measure of "pomp and circum- 
stance." It is, perhaps, almost too early iu the 
history of the present administration to undertake 
an estimate of its suture: but, inasmuch as Presi- 
dent Grant is shaping a course with an independ- 
ence indicating his confidence in his skill as a politi- 
cal navifirator, it will be in order to record some, 
facts susuestive of the encountering of possible 
breakers. 
It Is apparent to experienced politicians, who ex- 
press their views without reserve, that, tne presi- 
dent lacks many of those qualifications essential 
to success aud indispensable to Impart character 
and stability to his administration. It is not reared 
that he will ever inaugurate a vigorous policy ol *i3 
owu, because lie is not equal to originating aud 
maintaining a scheme involving the manipulation of 
the intricate machinery by which the wheels of gov- 
ernment are revolved. It is ailirtned that he Is 
averse to encountering discussion upon vexatious 
questions and to the solution of political problems 
tnat have taxed the- intellects and ingenuity or 
statesmen, and that are likely to present themselves 
in such forms as to exact reflection and considera- 
tion. 
All his movements arc consistent with his charac- 
ter and habits as a military man. He acts upon His 
own responsibility aud consults his own prefereucc3> 
and the result is that he is enveloped iu a mantle of 
exciusivcuess that is distasteful to tho politician*), 
whose restiveness is beginning to ahow itself by 
contrast with his complacency. 
Already tiie Hum- 
ner policy on the Alabama question lias become Uio 
policy of a faction of tbe republican party. Tiie re- 
sults of the war have been no auspicious that they 
look for continued success by incorporating Mr. 
Kuoiuer's belligerent sentiments into ttie creed that 
is to distinguish it from other organizatiuu.s. if our 
UiillcuHies with England are not udjiistcil before the 
mooting or Congress Mr. Sumuer wilt be sustained 
at. the next session by some of tlie more powerful 
radical members, upon the ground of principle and 
as a. inaUer of expediency. 
The President does not 
I'ully coincide with Mr. aumuor. 
Mr. Motley's m- 
siructions did not make Mr. Bumner's speech thu 
ultimatum for this country. Whatever counsel tne 
3>rcsident jret-s irom nis Cabinet will be favorable ti» 
the maintenance of friendly relations. 
Tbo Secre- 
tary of War has had UglitinK enough, and tne buuc- 
lit. of Stantou's lively experience besides. The Sec- 
cretary of the Nuvy is not a lijfntins man. With his 
Christian principles lie has an aversion to killing, 
aud not. being much of a navigator he can manaita 
the ships better In a calm. Secretary Boutwcll is at 
work on the public debt, and he has a deeiilcd pre- 
ference for paying it oir to making it larger. Tho 
Secretary of State and the President are ror tncBamo. 
thing, whatever it may be, but it does not contem- 
plate flghtlng. The tiecretary of the Interior has ills 
appointments, tho noble savage and the Quaker 
agents to look arter. He is ror peace. 
Tho Post- 
muster General is busy with decapitating knife, ana 
he has the eyes or both Delaware and Maryland upou 
him. He goes with the Secretary or State and the 
President. Tho President ana his Cabinet, then, It 
is safe to say, are a unit on tho peace question, 
and Cabinets are sure to remain a unit unless thejr 
are rooleil into saying roolish things by that modern 
device ror the bewilderment of politicians the sere- 
nade. 


If Mr. Motley Is so rortunate as to get a settlement 
before Congress meets Mr. Sumucr's thunder will go 
for naught, wo shall have peace with our ancieiig 
mother and peace In the republican party, until thci 
agitators aevise some new scheme In order to pro- 
duce a rupture; but ir otherwise nothing IB moro 
certain than that Congress will be divided. Tha 
President is committed to peace( if not by 
open declarations, by 
inference, and 
he IH 
predisposed to a 
line 
of 
policy that will 
avoid war as 
a 
means 
of avoiding those 
complications that would accumulate care and per- 
plexity during his administration. For the present 
liis opinions will not be pronounced with emphasia. 
He has an aversion to personal identity with Impor- 
tant discussions. He Is moro likely to differ with, 
opinions advanced by others on general principles 
than to originate counter sentiments. Tho intrica- 
cies appertaining to the science or civil government 
require the application of vigorous thought and 
labor, which he Is averse to bestow. For the heavr 
routine of executive duties he has not the expe- 
rience nor the intellectual training or a statesman; 
his military life has developed a somewhat arbitrary 
disposition and a habit of arriving at decisions upou 
the authority of his own judgment, without the aid 
or mature deliberation and the benefit of wise coun- 
sel. Men who are dependent upon him for the places 
tliey Hold will yield unanimous asscht to his admin- 
istrative policy; but how will It be with Congress 
and the disappointed politicians f Already many of 
tliem are ready to amrm that lie Is not a statesman; 
that he is not enough of a politician to comprehend 
the doctrine or expediency; tuat he Is not equal to 
any or those emergencies that may arise requiring 
the prompt ana energetic action essential to tho 
perpetuation of the dominant party; that ha 
does not recognize the necessity of personal 
iilentltv with party exacted by tho partisan niter 
I hat, thus far, he has failed to receive tho unreserved 
commendation of the more influential members ot 
h is party and the liearly approbation or tho press—In 
short, that his administration has developed notnlnje 
great, untiling attractive, nothing that Indicates * 
grasp of thought and Intellect that should distin- 
guish Hie head of the most powerful organization 
tho country has over known. 
As a natural consequence the White House Is not 
sought by the men wlio renresent the principles and 
policy of the party. They are conscious of his aver- 
sion to the dry details of business, and that ror this 
or some other cause access to tho Executive pres- 
ence Is difficult, and that trivial obstacles are inter- 
posed not heretofore encountered. Tho stature of 
the administration, therefore, measured by all these 
considerations, does not assume colossal dimen- 
sions. It has ample room to irrow, and it. must, mako 
the most of its time, if it would retrieve itself I'roia 
dlmlnutlvencsa before Congress moots; but, io ac- 
complish thin it mnat havo a vigorous policy and a, 
vigorous arm to wield the power it holds; it, win 
have to attach lesfl Importance to thocmhelli<<limunt.i 
of tho Executive Mansion ana place a lower v:Uu« 
upon the pleasures and pastimes vouchsafed In mor- 
tals iu this ileuiing life.

Accidcnta—Mayor Hall Presents Bergl* to 
tlie Board—Yearly Estimates. 
This Board met yesterday, President George W. 


Lincoln in the chair. All tbe members were prompt- 
ly present, with the exception of the Health Officer, 
Swinburne, who came in late. 


Dr. Stone, from Uie Visiting Committee, reported 


that the Board had in Its service one unfortunate 
horse, suffering from severe illness. A lengthy dls- 
cnsslon followed, Stone advocating Its sale by pub- 
lic auction. Brennan opposed the proposition, and 
a?ked that Henry Smith be allowed to purchase it 
for the Bleecker street omnibus line. A side partner 
suggested that Swinburne, of tbe port, had the 
prior claim to the quadruped. A wrangle followed 
as to the disposition or the report, irhlch was settled 
by Mil. Lincoln suggesting that the horse be referred 
to the engineer of the Board for his report. 


Dr. Morris, Assistant Sanitary Superintendent, 


presented a communication setting fortn the danger 
to health incurred by eating the flesh of animals far 
advanced in gestation, and asked for the passage of 
an ordinance providing that no swine, cow or sheep 
should be killed for use as human food in the metro- 
politan district which showed evidence of being in 
that condition. 


Dr. Smith, from the Sanitary Committee, said that 
the returns from Bellevae Hospital s'aowed»that dur- 
ing the past fourteen mouths seventy-three cases of 
wonnds from street car accidents had been treated 
in that institution, although there were live other 
hospitals. He said that this was the most dangerous 
class of accidents, about nine oat of every ten eases 
prvoing latal. He said that daring the mayorality of 
Fernando Wood Borne action was taken to prevent 
the use of the front platform of cars. The Sixth 
Avenue Line responded and put up gates and chains 
to prevent snch use. During the time these were in 
use not a single accident occurred. He tlwrefore 
moved the following resolution:— 


Resolved, That the counsel and attornev of tbe Board be 
requested to report an ordinance such as will prersnt the use 
of front platforms or cars by person? getting on or off in tbe 
metropolitan district. Adopted.

sociation of similar name, met yesterday, at twelve 
o'clock, at No. 63 William street, rooms 11 and 12. 
Present were many of the leading members of the 
profession In this country, among whom may be 
mentioned John B. Jervls, t'ie father of the profes- 
sion in this country and engineer of the Erie canal; 
W, J. McAlpine, President of the society and Fellow 
or the Society or Civil Engineers in London and holder 
of the Tclford medal from that body; Colonel J. W. 
Adams, engineer of the new state Caoitol at Albany; 
S. E. Cesbrougb, civil engineer Lake Shore Kailroad; 
Thomas Proeser, representative In this country of 
the great Krupp Iron and steel works in Prussia; R. 
N. lirown, brolher or the late celebrated engineer of 
that name in the service of Itussla; S. Whlpple, 
founder of a system of trestlcwork In bridges now 
In general use; Generals. E. Oreene, Crolon Depart- 
ment; Israel Smith, civil engineer .New Jersey Kail- 
road, and many others. 
. 


At half-past twelve o'clock Mr. MCALPINE called 
tne meeting to order with a briel address, congratu- 
lating the association upon Its success and predict- 
ing for it a brilliant ruture. Mr. JIcAlplne entered 
briefly into the history of the society, urging upon 
tlie country members the necessity of attending 
meeting il the success of the association was to tic 
Insured. The president went on to explain the im- 
portance of the profession to civilization, and espe- 
cially to the general spirit and motive of the civiliza- 
tion of the century. 
lie welcomed the country 
members on the occasion of their annual reunion 
and expressed the hope that hereafter a greater in- 
terest might be manifested by them in the regular 
monthly meetings of the society. 


Mr. John B. Jervis was now presented, ana opened 
the exercises with an address. Mr. Jervis began by 
thanking the society for the honordone him in elect- 
ing him a member of the association. Perhaps he 
ought not, to be expected to say anything more than 
tnat. lie could not but think it a good opportunity 
however, to express some opinion as to the requisites 
or success tn tlie profession; und, in pursuance 
thereof, Mr. Jcrvis proceeded to outline a course of 
study. First must come mathematics, next tlie 
study of the strength and capacity of materials 
next that of hydraulics, and fourth, the study of 
structures. The student was then prepared to cuter 
upon the study of his prolessiou uracticallv, and it 
was here that the real work of the engineer began 
lie had now to apply theory—that Is, to reduce it to 
practice, under the varying combinations of circum- 
stances winch occur In the actual pursuit of the pro- 
fession. Tne railway was now the great Item of 
work for an engineer; but as yet there seemed lo be 
a lack of talent as directed to that end. For railway 
bridges He wits persuaded that stone was the best 
material, particularly wlien tuo culvert wus deep 
enough to admit or the arc. In some cases, wneii 
the culvert was shallow, H was better to use wood 
rather than stone; and Here a question mighl ari.su 
between the use of timber or iron, In favor of which 
latter it must always be recollected that It wan 1101 
liable lo destruction hy lire. Tlie speaker wen 1, on 
to consider the quuhilaitlnns of the engineer. 
Hu.si- 
iiess talent was always needed, for In this profession 
the practitioner hail generally to deal with shrewd, 
sharp business men. To an extent, also, he l.i the 
umpire between projector und contractor—having 
occasion frequently to ward orr the unjust, de- 
mands of the latter, or to protect otherwise 
from the unnecessary fault finding of the lor- 
mer. The true relations .subsisting between en- 
gineer and employer were next entered upon, and 
the province of the hitter limited as adviser and 
guide of the former in the carrying out of a project, 
m judging or the details of which the former can- 
not be regarded as an expert. 
The speaker then 
went on to outline tlie history of engineering In this 
country, and concluded with nneortoi(.'s and morall- 
zations, interlarded witli a discussion in brief of 
the relative value of steel andiron rails ami criti- 
cism upon several of the leading lines from the 
standpoint or scientific englnet niicr. 


Mr. Jcrvis having concluded, on resolution the 
thanks of the society wc.re tendered to Him, accom- 
panied with a reqiuwl that, a copy or the address be 
rabmilted for publication. It was also moved and 
carried thai lOii copied bo donated to Mr. Jcrvis by 
the association.

Tbe other committees, which which were not 
ready to report, were instructed to be prepared 
this morning, and the order of the day, balng 
reports on the state of the several Associations, was 
proceeded with. Illinois not being ready, Kev. Mr. 
a. F. DIKE, 01' Bath, submitted a historical ana sta- 
tistical report on the condition of ilaine and New 
Hampshire, giving a prosperous account or the in- 
crease or the Sew Jerusalem Clinrch In those states, 
but .complained of the paucity ot ministers and the 
want or missionaries. 


Rev. Wn.iAuu H. HTNCKLBY. or Wilmington, Del., 
reported tnc condition or the Maryland Association, 
•which showed the fact that tbe German Swedenbor- 
gian Society of Baltimore numbers eightj-foor adult 
members and tnat twelve were converted ana ad- 
mitted during tne year. This report also complained 
that the field allotted to their association, extending 
to South Carolina, was too large for then- feeble 
means, and asks the action or this Convention m 
their behalf. 


Rev. THEODORE V. WRIGHT, of Bridgewater, made 
tne report lor Massachusetts, 
which was qniie 
lengthy and interesting, especially as it gave a mil 
account or the Theological School of SweaenborsSan- 
ism at Waltham, Mass. 


Missouri came next, and reported throngh Rev. 
James p. Smart- or St. Loins; and here again it 
seems that there are several German churches or the 
faith m the State, with German ministers, and large 
and increasing congregations. Prom this State came 
the same demand for more ministers and missiona- 
ries, with the help of the Convention. 
The hour or iwelve having arrived, a recess to 
half-past two P. M. was taken on motion ol Rev. Dr. 
Ager. 
Immediately after rising the congreaatioa 
were at once called to order and the baptismal 
ronnt brought to the front of the chancel, with the 
usual ceremonies prescribed in me New Jerusalem 
liturgy. The "sacred ordinance of baptism" was 
publicly administered by Kev. Dr. Giles to Kev. Mr. 
Edwin 
Rnthven 
Keyes, Hitherto a Methodist 
preacher at Portland. Me., who thus publicly con- 
fessed his conversion to Swedenborglanism and 
received admission into the New Church. Rev. Mr. 
Keyes will receive from this Convention a license to 
officiate, and will return as a Swedenborgian minis- 
ter to Portland, whence he left a Methodist, 


After the ceremony followed ths regular morning 
service, the sermon' being delivered by the Kev. Dr. 
Worcester, president of the Convention. It was 
purely doctrinal, having for Its-subject the second 
coming of Christ. A handsome conation followed 
in the Sabbath school room and vestibule, to w&ieu 
the delegates and all tne ladies present did fall 
justice. 


Afternoon Session. 


At half-past two o'clock the Convention reassem- 
bled and Secretary HitchcocK react the minutes of 
tne morning session. 


Kev. JOHN R. HIBBARD, of Chicago, read the report 


of the Illinois Association, giving a statistical m's- 
tory of i ts •orkiois or tne past year, or new 
churches and congregations formed and the flourish- 
ing condition of two German congregations at Chi- 
cago and one to Iowa. It also gave Instances of min- 
isters of the Methodist Church emnracing the "Sew 
Chnrch" doctrines. 


Rev. Dr. ASBK reported Jor New York. Two soch 
eaes have been added. maKing ten In all; the num- 
ber or communicants being 324, Paterson, River- 
headand Baiting Hollow not reporting. There are 
six ministers and live licentiates employed by the 
Chnrch in this association. Besides the regular ser- 
vices, sixty-two lectures have been given in New 
York and vicinity. Tne expenses were $;,597 the 
past year against si,iOD the year before. 


Kev. FKANK SEWALI, of Glenclale, Ohio, reported 
the condition of me Church in that Slate, claiming 
that more ministers are needed to support mission- 
ary labor. The number of oommanicants is 359, and 
seventy-eight were baptized during the year. The 
finances are la a good condition, they having re- 
ceived legacies to the amount of $30,000. 
Kev. THOMAS P. ROD.MAJT, of Philadelphia, read a 
report on. tno state of the Church, in Pennsylvania, and 
said, that though not as rapid as was uopecl, the pro- 
gress was comparatively large, bnt mo-.-e active mis- 
sionaries were wanted. Another report or the Phila- 
delphia second society was read, to tne effect that 
owing to the amallness of the attendance public 
worship was suspended and the temple closed. They 
purpose to merge the two societies and to build a 
new church in the centre of the city. 


Reports from local societies of Edenfield, Dela- 
ware connty, and Milwaukee, Wis., were received 
through the secretary. Some discussion arose as to 
the propriety of striking from the roll the Po?t El^in 
Soc.ety anil vvelleslev Society, both tn Canada West. 
on the ground that tuey had formed a conference or 
convention of nieir own. It was moved thai, it be 
referred to a select committee of two secretaries, 
and also the question whether the Buffalo ana St. 
Louis societies be contmued on the Hut, which was 
adopted. 
• A report from the Georgia association, formed 
only in SeptemtjtT last, was received and read, upon 
tlie growth ol the Church and asking for increased 
missionary aid. A question arose as to the reception 
of the report, since -the (Jcorn-ia association had not 
applied ror admission 10 the Convention. Alter some 
conversation the rcportwas rcrerrcd to the Executive 
Committee,. 


Rev. WIIAIAM B. HAYDKS reported on the slate 


and condition of Uie Theological fcciiool ut Waltham, 
Mass. There were six students, and instruction con- 
tinued four mouus, tin; progress of the class being 
quite satisractory. Appended to this were special 
reports by the several professors. 
The sum re- 


quired to maintain the school for the year was 
$2,584, of whi':ii $aar, was contributed by Hie society 
of Boston. The term this year will open June 24 anil 
continue live mouths, at an expense or about «:4 0;iu 
as an Increased number or students Is expected! 
Twenty-seven thousand dollars, the permanent fnnd 
for the establishment of the school, is invested al 
eight per cent in Chicago, which will leave but 
$1.840 to be contributed from other sources. The 
report was recommitted. 


From the presiding minister or the Massachusetts 
association, Kev. Thomas Worcester, it was, amoni' 
other things, communicated thai he withdrew the 
authority to oiiiciate Irorn Kev. Joshua T. Eaton for 
his adherence to the doctrines of T. u Harris, which 
are held to be heresy. Kev. Mr. llicKuy moved to 
refer the report to the Kcclesiasticul Committee 
which was carried. It seems that mis matter will 
give rise to some animated debate. 


Rev. GEOKUK FLKI.U. o[ Adrian, Mich., desired to 
make a personal report of his own .services anil 
leave was granted him, and he read a detail of his 
missionary labors in Michigan and Ohio.

Prosress of tbe Gubernatorial Campaign—-Tlie 


Republican Spirit—Browiilow Comes Out 
Tor the Enfranchisement of the Ex-ltebels— 
Prospects of the €ai;didale3—Tactics of tke 
DemocrtttH. 
.

The present condition of the political canvass to 


Tennessee presents an interesting .and instructive 
lesson. Since the last gubernatorial campaign in 
this State, two years ago, when, under the manipu- 
lation of the Registration Commissioners and their 
appointed judges and clerks of election, Brownlow 
was declared elected .by a majority of 52,003 vows, 
the wort of disintegration among the radical ranks 
has been rapidly progressing. Daring BrownloWs 
term as-Governor, being in leeble health, he resided 
entirely at his home in Knoxville, not ones visitlnar 
the capital of the State. 
His powers during 


the first 
year 
of his 
term 
were delegated 


to and exercised by the Secretary ol State, 
Mr. A. J. Fletcher. About a year since the two 
officials quarrelled, and the Secretary, after stating 
his grievances through the newspapers, declined to 
further perform the functions of the Executive m 
addition to nis own. Prom that time until the resig-- 
nation of Browulow, in. February, 1S39, there seems 
to nave been no watchful eye over the interests of- 
the State, and as a necessary consequence the most 
stupendous frauds on the treasury were committed. 
The State has lest by this criminal negligence of her 
sworn Governor vast and unknown sums, ths de- 
tails of the exposure of some ol these irauds being 
published in trie daily newspapers at r,as tims of 
their discovers. Since the inauguration of Governor 
Senter these villanies nave been, lulreuueat,- al- 
though every week brought to li^hD soma new 
details of the plunder committed during the term of 
Brownlow.

tion reached then- homes ere the news flashed from 
one end of the state to tlie other that the Supreme 
Court, iu session at Brownsville, had aecioed that the 
fi'imcnise act or isiis, under whioii the countv court 
clerks Issued certiucates, conferred upon the tier 
sons coming under its provisions a right to exercise 
the elective franchise,which right cptud not be taken 
from them, ana neither the Governor nor the Lejns- 
latnre could divest such rights by amending or set- 
ting aside this registration. The announcement of 
tins decision caused universal joy among the friends 
of white enfranchisement, as it was hold to be tue 
entering wedge to the entire repeal of tho obnoxious 
franchise law. The result of tae decision will be to 
augment the conservative strength by the addition 
of trorn 30,000 to 40,000 votes.

In Nashville by a long speech, reiterating his luten- 
tton to fight the canvass on the Browulow policy or 
eternal punishment, Senter was present at the time, 
and being called on by the audience, In a short and 
telling speech announced lus platform as being "the 
immediate enfranchisement of every taxpayer in the 
State." The eircct of Seiner's enunciation of this 
policy was to array at once under his standard the 
liberal republicans and the conservatives. There 
were no boisterous or excited demonstrations amonp- 
tlie latter, but the liveliest gratitude wus manifested 
by them, and from all parts or the state came ihe> 
iinanlinous expression of their intention to support 
Seuter. lliere will be no conservative candidate for 
Governor.

Mr. Motley's 
Instructions—Lutem 
Views 


of the Alabama. iHmcaUy. 


We have had many reports and conjectures 


on both sides of the water as to the character 
and driit of Mr. Motley's instructions; but 
they all agree upon one point, to wit, .that Mr.- 
Motley lias gone over to England to make, not 
a casus belli, but, if possible, a treaty of 
peace. 
Senator Sumner says that Mr. Motley 


will assume a patriotic and, in the end, de- 
cisive attitude on the subject of the Alabama 
claims; wliile Secretary Fish, we are told, 
chuckles over the fact that Mr. Sumner knows 
nothing about the instructions given to the 
Minister relative to this question. The friends 
of Mr. Pish claim that he has completely 
checkmated the Senator, President Grant 
sustaining the Secretary in opposition to the 
views of the Massachusetts legislator as to the 
verbiage and tone of the Motley papers. 
We 


have different accounts from different sources. 
In a special despatch from 
Washington 


on the subject we are informed that Mr. 
Motley is instructed to explain the circum- 
stances (including, no doubt, all about Audy 
Johnson, which is very kind) attending the 
rejection of the Johnson-Stanley treaty, with- 
out committing this government to any line of 
policy; but at the same time Mr. Motley is to 
hold fast to the anchor of the Senate in the 
rejection of that treaty. 
Moreover, our Minis- 


ter is not authorized to make any proposition 
for the settlement of the Alabama claims, but 
he is to say that in view of the irritation, as- 
tonishment and excitement in England in con- 
sequence of the rejection of the Johnsonian 
treaty the present ia not an auspicious time 
for the reopening of negotiations. 


Behold this glorious example of American 


magnanimity and evangelical diplomacy! The 
Vicar of Wakefield's amiable boy Moses made 
a sad mistake at the fair in exchanging his 
pony for a gross of green spectacles; and Mr. 
Reverdy Johnson, through Mr. Seward's in- 
structions, with the advice and consent of 
President Johnson, wad as badly sold in ac- 
cepting in exchange for his Alabama claims 
Lord Stanley's gross of green spectacles. Mr. 
Senator Sumner substantially prononaced the 
bargain a swindle, and as a swindle it was 
indignantly rejected by the Senate. 
The 


news goes to England, and ia the midst 
of the dining and wining of Hr. Reverdy 
Johnson as the model peace maker ho 
is struck dumb 
by the warlike clamor 


around him of his English cousins. 
He 


finds them suddenly changing their songs of 
peace into the Indian war whoop; that they 
are in the paint, beads, bears' claws and 
feathers of a band of Coman ches, all on the 
warpath; that British honor has been out- 
rageously insulted, and that, in short, "Britons 
never, never will be slaves." In view of this 
fearful warlike uproar in the "tight little 
island" our new Minister is instructed to sug- 
gest that the time is not propitious for re- 
opening negotiations, and that the patient 
Brother Jonathan can wait till the fiery John 
Bull shall have sufficiently cooled' down to 
listen to reason. Is not our Cabinet a model 
of dignity, decorum and self-possession 1 Was 
there ever anything like it before ? 


It appears, indeed, that the reopening of 


negotiations is to be left to the pleasure of 
England, and that for the present she is to bo 
assured with the "glittering generality" of 
our sincere desire to have all matters of dis- 
pute adjusted oa terms bqgQ^blle aMM4i<u$i<it- 


tory lo both nations. It is to be further un- 
derstood that Lord 'Russell's proclamation of 
belligerent rights to Jeff Davis is not to be a 
separate question of complaint, but only an 
item in the general bill of damages. 
Surely 


this ought to satisfy her Majesty's government 
and warlike pressgang as to the intentions of 
General Grant's administration on, these Ala- 
bama claims. The only paint in Mr. Motley's 
instructions calculated to perplex Lord Clar- 
endon is that which leaves to his lordship 
the delicate duty of reopening negotiations. 
Here, it must be admitted, our administration 
is on safe ground; for these Alabama claims 
will not spoil by keeping in pickle. They may 
serve a grand purpose if held over till "Eng- 
land's difficulty is Ireland's opportunity." In 
truth, we may say that, looking to future con- 
tingencies of neutrality and belligerent rights, 
the next best thing, in default of the settlement 
suggested by Mr. Sumner, will be to leave 
these Alabama claims an open question. 


Meantime we see from the London newspapers 


that the terrible scare of the British lion began 
to subside as soon as Mr. Motley arrived at 
Liverpool. They no longer seem to expect 
him to rush to court, bristling with bowie 
knives and revolvers. Their apprehensions 
that Ireland would be at once invaded by 
Fenian troops, and that every British port 
would be blockaded by American iron-dads, 
have somewhat abated. The Pail Mall Gazette, 
shortly after Mr. Motley's arrival, even went 
so far as to boast, in a very snobbish article, 
that America had backed down before British 
pluck, and that the advent of a new Minister 
was therefore of bat small importance, adding 
that the best result to be anticipated from the 
mission of Mr. Motley would be the leisure 
which his duties would leave him for the prose- 
cution of his historical studies. The general 
tone of the London press is in conformity 
with the opinion expressed by the Times, that 
Mr. Motley enters upon his duties without any 
prospect of controversy, but that the English 
government should examine any new proposals 
and see if they promise a just and equitable 
solution. One of onr London correspondents 
lately alluded to having good authority for 
saying that not one of the London newspapers 
has received the slightest hint or indication of 
Mr. Motley's instructions, which, he was 
assured, will in the end be found thoroughly 
dignified and in a firm American tone. It may 
not be amiss to remind the' London press that 
behind Mr. Motley stands our administration, 
and behind our administration stands the supe- 
rior power of Congress, and behind Congress 
the supreme power of the American people. 
Moreover, all these great powers are in full 
sympathy with the spirit of Mr. Sumner's 
recent speech. 
England must come np to the 


mark and settle the questions at issue without 
the slightest hope that anything like the re- 
jected Reverdy Johnson treaty will be either 
proposed or accepted by the new representa- 
tive of the United States at the Court of St. 
James. 


MOMAHON HBAED FROM. — The 


English mail from Rio Janeiro, at Lisbon, 
contains the important intelligence, which we 
have reported by way of London and through 
the Atlantic cable, that Mr. McMahoa, United 
States Minister to Paraguay, has been, heard 
from. 
An English officer passed through the 


lines of the allies, by permission, to the head- 
quarters of Lopez, where he delivered official 
papers, and on his return, it is said, carried 
despatches from Minister MeMahon for the 
United States government. Should this news 
prove correct our Envoy is safe, and the South 
American combatants 
not so bad ag we 


imagined. 


NAPOLEON DEFENDFN&' ms POSITION. — The 


Emperor of France concedes his imperialism 
to the popular will. He has condescended to 
explain bis position in a letter addressed to a 
member of the legislative body. For the in- 
formation of the constituents of this gentleman 
Bonaparte enunciates his principle of the duty 
of the Executive " to suppress disturbances 
and grant liberties. " He has suppressed the 
disturbances, but the people cannot sec where 
the " liberties" come in. if not heard of soon 
it may be bad for the Emperor. 


GENEKAX JAMES WATSON WEBB, United 


States Minister to ' Brazil, is coming home. 
The General has been about to come home 
frequently since he presented his credentials 
to the Emperor, but on second thought con- 
sidered it belter to remain. By way of Lisbon 
and London, through the Atlantic cable, we 
are now assured that he is really on the point 
of departure from Rio Janeiro, perhaps has 
already left, "mahogany stocks" and all. 
He 


has a quarrel on hand with the Brazilians and 
will visit Washington. We may consequently 
expect some stirring news from the capital. 
Mr. Thornton, the British Minister, will make 
a note. 


JODOE BEDFORD, in suspending sentence in 


the case of Howard, tried as an accomplice of 
"Rcddy, the Blacksmith, " did a just thing, and, 
in the circumstances, a bold one. Just now 
the clamor is that the authorities shield these 
rogues, and a man might naturally fear to give 
color to such suspicion. But there is no doubt 
that the true rogues tried to foist their crime 
on Howard, who was a harmless sailor, only 
casually present. 


THE NEW POST OFFICE. — The best thing for 


the government to do is to go on with the new 
Post Office at the site originally chosen. The 
Aidermen say the United States got the land 
too cheaply, which means that they fancy the 
Treasury can be bled for their benefit. 
Gov- 


ernment, therefore, will get no new site from 
these men till it consents to terms that would 
cover something shameful. It is very doubt- 
ful whether after all the apex of the triangle is 
not the best place for the structure, and it is 
certainly better than none.

Peru aud the Spani^U Complication. 
% 


Our very respectablo'and very slow Secretary 


of Stile, in his anxiety to avoid European 
complications, had lost sight of an American 
complication, until a few days since, when he 
found il had grown to such magnitude that he 
took to his bed sick at heart. 
It will be re- 


membered that not long since Peru and Chile 
were in a state of active war with Spain, 
during which the latter Power sent a fleet into 
the Pacific, bombarded Valparaiso and burnt a 
portion of the city, and then proceeded to 
Callao to effect the 
same purpose there. 


Driven off in this attack by the superior 
gunnery of the Peruvians, the fleet finally 
wended its way back to the Atlantic with small 
prize money and scanty honors. 
The war 


slumbered in a state of inaction, and the 
recent administralion at Washington tendered 
to the belligerents its good offices as a mediator 
for the restoration of' peace. These were ac- 
cepted, and commissioners from the parties 
were to uiset in Washington nest month to 
arrange the preliminaries. 


The only party to the scheme to whom peace 


is worth»more than the value of a button is 
Spain. She entered up'ou the war with the 
the aggressive spirit of a Quixote, without 
waiting to examine if the point of honor for an 
imaginary affront in the case of a merchant ship 
was well taken, and, having struck her blow, 
is now willing to forget and forgive. To add 
to her wish in this respect it was "the Cuban 
treasury which enabled her to strike the blow, 
the government at Havana being charged 
with the duty of paying the bills incurred by 
the Pacific fleet, and just now it is hardly in 
a position to repeat the act. But Time, who 
does not wait for negotiators or nations, has, 
meanwhile, brought to the South American 
belligerents the opportunity to strike back, and 
that, too, at the vital part which enabled Spain 
to assert her strength as a Power on the 
American side of this mundane ball. 
Cuba 


declares her independence, President Cespedes 
requests the antagonists of Spain to recognize 
the belligerent rights of the Cuban republic, 
and Peru and Chile do so with expressions of 
friendliness becoming nations at war. 


Here the Spanish Minister comes upon the 


scene and claims from Mr. Fish that, as it is 
the duty of his office to attend to the peace 
making between Spain and the belligerent 
members of the American family of nations, 
he shall also undertake to keep them from 
hitting back while negotiations are going on. 
He furthermore assumes that the course of the 
republics in the Cuban question is discour- 
teous to the United States, and to illustrate his 
position cites the sase of a private quarrel be- 
tween two gentlemen which is under arrange- 
ment by a third party, and which he assumes 
ends the quarrel from the moment the arrange- 
ment to enter upon negotiations had been ac- 
cepted. According to hts view the quarrel is 
now ours, and not Spain's. 


Setting aside the fallacy which is contained 


in comparing national to individual powers, 
onr friend, the Spanish Minister, makes an- 
other very great mistake in assuming that a 
consent to open negotiations amounts to a 
treaty of peace or oven a Inice. If he will 
take the trouble to read he will find the pages 
of history to abound ia the contrary view, 
and we will cite one 
fact in American 


history for his easy reference: Our last 
war with Great 
Britain did not 
cease 


while peace negotiations were going on 
at Ghent, and the greatest battle of the 
whole war—that of New Orleans—was fought 
after the negotiations had been concluded and 
the treaty of peace had been signed. 
The 


UUlc episode of the recognition of the bellige- 
rent rights of Cuba need not, therefore, inter- 
rupt the negotiations at Washington, and they 
can be kept up even amid the greater coming 
complications which time will no doubt exhibit 
between the belligerents. 


To Mr. Fish we present these assuring facts, 


in the hope that they will help him to a speedy 
recovery of his health. But we have a few 
words lo say to him in regard to these Spanish 
complications. 
The people of Ihe- United 


Stales have recognized the belligerent rights 
of the Cuban republic, and are fast taking an 
attitude which will vindicate our national 
rights and national duties amid the great 
events that attend us. They see, too, and 
comprehend the petty party policy which 
would make bluster about the Alabama claims 
cover up and hide your delinquency in the 
higher duties which attend you in the Ameri- 
can questions now pressing for a solution. If 
you rouse yourself to the duty of Ihe hour 
the statesman's pen can solve these difficulties 
and further the hopes of civilization and hu- 
manity. If you do not waken to it the diffi- 
culties will continue to gather around you until 
the Spanish complications open the grave 
of your reputation as a public man and of the 
hopes of the administration of which you are a 
part. 


TUE 
MIDSHIPMEN".—"Inasmuch as many 


of our vessels in active service have no mid- 
shipmen, the Board suggest that the graduating 
class be distributed among those vessels, there 
to perform the actual and necessary duties of 
midshipmen for at least a year, or until they 
arc required in a higher grade, to which they 
should attain only after a rigid examination. 
With not more lhan from six to twelve on a 
vessel in active service it is thought thai they 
would supply a want that is felt, be more 
useful to the government, and at Ihe same lime 
be acquiring more practical experience than 
by the other method." This ia a good recom- 
mendation. 
"The other method" is the one at 


present in use, of sending all the middies 
together on one ship for a year's cruise, which 
was merely putting the school house afloat. 
The plan now recommended by the Board is 
the one formerly in use and by far the more 
practical.

Tbo News from Oubn. 


The advices from Cuba, by mail and tele- 


P'aph, which we publish to-day, with much 
interesting detail, contain some important 
points of news. While the revolutionary vol- 
unteers in Havana have evidently failed in the 
principal part of their scheme, which wag to 
establish a government of their own, with but 
slight dapendence on the Spanish crown, they 
have endeavored to exhibit a new energy in 
government, by ordering the troops throughout 
the portions of the island they occupy to arrest 
all suspicious persons. 
This, by filling the 


prisons with persons who are only suspected 
of disaffection, can have but one result to in- 
crease "the embarrassments of the colonial 
j'overnment. The details from the seat of 
military operations show no important suc- 
cess on the part of the 
Spaniards, while 


the patriots 
have 
succeeded ia cutting 


the railroad between Nuevitas and Puerto 
Principe, and General Quesada is pressing 
closely the siege of the latter city. 
This gen- 


eral seems to be so well satisfied with the sup- 
plies he has lately received that he promises to 
be in Havana by the middle of August. 
Ope- 


rations seem to have subsided in the Eastern 
Department, and Count Valmaseda, who still 
remains at Bayamo, has spread his troops out 
in several neighboring cantonments for the 
purpose of saving them from disease and hold- 
ing a large extent of country. The usual de- 
sultory and aimless operations are going on in 
the other disturbed district of the island. 
In 


Havana the yellow fever has appeared and the 
head of I1 Treasury Department died of that 
disease on Tuesday. 


THE UMTY OF GEEMAKY.—Kiag William of 


Prussia visited Bremen yesterday. 
He was en- 


tertained by the citizens and delivered an 
after-dinner speech, neat in words but some- 
what indefinite in hope. His Majesty inti- 
mated that the children and grandchildren of 
the men of the present generation would wit- 
ness "the completion of the edifice the founda- 
tion of which has been laid."

Our readers know that 
the Eighlh ward is one that has its full share 
of bad characters, and it has one peculiar 
species of disreputable inhabitant not much 
known elsewhere.

They have 
no visible means of support—that is, no means 
of support but such as they are ashamed to 
acknowledge, although they arc comparatively 
shameless people. In the execution of a police 
order to arrest all panel thieves and persons

subsequently, on a charge of vagrancy, taken 
before Justice Dodge. The Justice decided 
that lie was not a vagrant in t'ac meaning of 
the statute, and dismissed the complaint.

•who received the Sub-Treasurer's checks In payment 
for the bouds which they sold the government at 
soon to-day were very anxious to get interest for 
their money over nignt. Hence the free supply of 
tnnds offering after two o'clock, the amount thus 
thrown on the market being about one and a quar- 
ter millions of dollars. It waa also said that the 
tanks had sent in $300,000 of their three per cents 
for redemption, aud a story was current that the 
Secretary of the Treasury intended disbursing 
about ten millions in payment of claims or other 
objects not specifically designated.

repudiation on the part of the authorities of Florida, 
we have received the following, signed by S. B. Cono- 
ver, state Treasurer, and R, W. Gamble, Comp- 
troller. 


The bonds referred to as "issued nnder the Glea- 
son-Osborn dynasty" were sold to deft-ay the ex- 
penses of the late constitutional convention, and the 
accrued interest thereon, 10 March 1, 1860, was 
promptly paid, as also the interest due June 1, on all 
the bonds sold of the "Jive hundred thousand autho- 
rized by the last Legislature." The entire debt of 
the State does not reach SI,000,000, and, perhaps 
with, one or two exceptions, is less than that of any 
State in the Union, and the idea of repudiation is as 
false as it. is preposterous. The whole statement, 
from beginning to end, is a base fabrication, and, we 
arc constrained to believe, maliciously and wilfully 
conceived for the purpose of injuring the State credit 
and retarding the state government. The State 
Treasury is not bankrupt, and it is untrue to say 
that any interest obligation of this State government 
has been dishonored.

felt the appreciative and speculative influences 
of 
the real 
estate excitement 
of ' the past 


few years, Staten Island 
has 
been 
almost 


completely overlooKed, aud, either through the 
apathy and indifference or the property holders 
there, or from a spirit of exclusiveness, has not had 
in that period a lair presentation in the market. It 
has not, however, siood altogether still, but has boen 
steadily improving in tlie multiplication npon its 
many verdant heights of a superior class of resi- 
dences, its proximity to the business centre of the 
city bringing It into creat favor with merchants, 
banters, 
brokers and others whose offices are 
within a short radius or the Battery. The villa 
houses of these gentlemen appear on every hand, 
adorned with all the charms of grand primeval 
surrounding 
and

In addition., an opportunity, suggested 
uoubtlesa by tne circumstance that now" was a 
chaoueto obtain a fair hearing, is shortly to be af- 
forded to those who may have been favorablv im- 
pressed, cither through personal view or by unpre- 
judiced reading, regarding Staten island, to obtain 
suitable sites for baUding* Mr. Charles K- Hamil- 
ton, of Hamilton J'ark, oue of the choicest estates 
on the island, situated oa elevated ground, at New 
Brighton, overiooKing New Vorlt city, wincii appears 
but a few minutes' sail distant, aud is in fact only 
thirty, as well as Brooklyn, Jersey City. HoboKen, 
the Hudson and Base rivers -in front and the shores 
of Jersey and Long Island on eitiicr side, has in- 
duced to ou*or a portion of his park in building lots. 
The grounds oi" undulating surface, are beautifully 
laid out with winding drives aud walks, terraced 
avenues and macadam: zed roads. Forest trees have

Young replied 
that it would be, and they were accordingly talveii 
ashore at Siaten Island and LO the nouse or James 
Arnold. The latter person testified that between, 
eleven and twelve o'clock of the night in question 
Young and some other men came to his house and 
left some packages, which Arnold said he supposed 
were clothes, the men stayed aoont an hour or so 
and then went bacK. In the morning, finding out 
that the packages contained cigars, he siarted for 
New YorK to see Captain Bartiett about it, aud 
found him on his vessel.

Pursuant to adjournment from nine o'clock last 


night the second day's proceedings in toe O'Neill 
murder case were opened shortly alter eisht o'clock; 
this morning. In consequence of the early hour at 
which the court opened the attendance of spectators 
•was rather limited, but towards ten o'clock the 
court -room became densely filled, and, as oa tho 
previous day, a large numter of ladies was present, 
anxiously listening to. the summing up of counsel, 
and evincing a deep interest in the result of tee trial. 


Mr. LarSin summed up on behalf of the prisoner, 


Charles Sullivan. 
He commenced by alluding to ihe 


new law whereby prisoners In criminal cases were 
permitted to testify in their own behalf, and com- 
mented on the prudence and wisdom ot that law- 
He said the act in reference to this matter, which 
was passed by tne Legislature of this state last 
winter, entitled the Legislature to everlasting credit. 
He re:id the law from the Revised Statutes and 
contended that It concerned this case, and that Sul- 
livan was joBtilied, as a public otllcer, in shooting 
the convict O'Neill in order to recapture him. He 
suoweil how tne 
officers of Sing Sing prison 
were justified 
m 
shooting 
any convict 'who 
attempted to run away, and until the Legis- 
lature furnished 
the 
power 
to 
enclose the 
prison 
with a 
wall 
that 
state 
of 
things 


should exist. As lonsr as the Legislature furnished 
the pistols antl bullets to the oillcers of tne prison. 
for that purpose the officers were entitled to use 
them in preventing the escape ol convicts. -Let the 
jury convict Sullivan and there would be a shout of 
triumph raised by tn.e rascals m Siusr Sing Prison, 
und they would go to work and burn the place ia 
uvcnty-iour hour"*, wheu they understood that the 
law interposed in favor of convicted iclons and 
against efficient anil conscientious officers who 
faitlifully discharjred their duties. Tho counsel then 
entered into an elaborate dissection of the evidence. 
for the prosecution, and closed after an hour spent 
in ihe delivery ol hts speech. 
District Attorney Dyi;emau then summed op on 
behalf of the people in an able and lucid address. 


JUDGE BARNARD'S CHAH(JK. 
At twenty minutes to eleven o'clock Judge Bar- 
nard proceeded 10 charge the jury. He said: — 


CiENTi.EHEN— Tne prisoner, Charles Sullivan, has 
naen put upon trial by the Grand Jury of tnia county 
charged with the crime of murder. It is beyond all 
doubt that, the deceased O'Neill came to his deatb. 
from tli« effects of a pistol shot wound, the pistol 
hiivmg been discluu'gcd by the prisoner now on 
trial. Where me is tiiKen tbe law has provided that 
if au excuse is rendered which shall justify the act 
it is a csiiue of some <?r:ide. There ia no dispute In 
this case, but that death happened at the Hands of 
the prisoner at the bar. Therefore tue question whicn 
sometimes enters into cases of tlus kind — namely, 
whether death was occasioned by tue act. which the 
prisoner 19 alleged t.o huve committed — Is removed. 
What, then, is the prisoner guilty of? The law ae- 
llnes murder to be the intention of killing a human 
being irom malice aforethought— from preformed 
(lesion. Hut every killing, with the actual preformed 
design of l:illm;r i.s not murder, and that presents 
the question which the prisoner claims exonerates 
him from the effect of hislact. It is a statute which 
makes certain Killing, although done with a pre- 
formed design, justifiable. It makes the lulling by 
.a sheriff, under the judgment of u court, justifiable. 
it makes ttie killing neeessurily Committed in retaK- 
iug felutis who Huve escaped justlliable. Now, then, 
you are brought 10 the Hrat great question which you 
are to determine In this case, as to the guilt or 
absolute innocence of tlie prisoner in every respect. 
He avers an excuse which, it' true, is good in lair 
and which makes him guiltless of the killing of tins 
man — that tlie aet. wits necessarily com imtted in re- 
taking au escaped felon. You have also to deter- 
mine the position or O'Noiil. ne was a convict in 
the State 1'risou of this State. He was in the lawful 
custody of the persons \vhci control that prison. He 
had no right r.o tiis liberty and he had escaped. 
Therefore that prirt or the law which I nave quoted 
applies to the cane on trial. Was this act done in 
the necessary retaking of that convict ? Thnt con- 
vict by judgment uf iliis court stood different irom 
any other man. 
He had no right to his liberty. 
He stood without right to personal liberty, and any 
person in the suite li:ul a right to take him anil re- 
turn him to the prison. It waa tlie duty of the 
prisoner to take Him. It was the dut.y of the 
escaped convict t.o surrender to the person claiming 
him to rel.urn him to tlie prison. \Viis tins act., 
tuen, noeessiirily eonimilLed In the taking or UiiB 
escaped convict? I r tliu escaped convict had had au 
empty pistol in his hand, holding It In <i threatening 
manner, then the prisoner would have been justlilea 
In taking his life, although there waa no necessity m 
point of fact. Because the olllcer of the law is not 
bound 
to loot 
to see whether the 
pistol 


is loaded or not. If the convict stood in an attitude 
of defiance or resistance, not allowmg the oillcer to 
take him, it was the right of the prisoner to shoot 
him, if necessary, to enforce obedience. If a. con- 
vict had started aud run it would have been tho 
right of the prisoner to have eho't him to bring him 
down. It is not a question of self-defence. In a 
case of self-defence the law requires that the per- 
son who offers time as an excuse should nee to the 
wall— that is, be shall uee until a wall "or other ol> 
structlon prevents Ins further flight, and then ho 
can turn around and shoot his pursuer. The pri- 
soner's duty here was to approach tne convict ana 
not 
to 
Uee irom 
him, and tho 
convict's 
duty was to surrender and not to ilee. 1 say to 
you that ir the prisoner stood In such an atti- 
tude that the officer, as a prudent man, had a right 
to think that, it was necessary to lire his pistol, he la 
absolved Iroru tlie consequence of this act. But, 
gentlemen, this convict., because lie was a convict, 
Tiart, beyond the principles I have stated, all the 
rights that any other person has in the community. 
If, in point of fact, lie had surrendered and com'6 
to this otlleer with ouen Hands and said— "Charley, 
don't shoot me," and If that olllcer snot him, he Ifi 
not protected 
by this section ol' the Statute. 
and he is guilty of something. There are some por- 
tions of the evidence that seem tome to be totally 
Irreconcilable, and ir there oc a reasonable, rational 
doubt as to where the truth lies, that doubt inures 
to the benotlt of the prisoner. Did this convict sur- 
render, or was he shot after hlfl surrender with the 
words of surreiiifer m his mouth and his uplifted 
hand showing he hud no arms and no intention to 
resist? * Or did he keep htnusolf In a threaten- 
ing attitude, with an appearance and manner 
such 
as 
to 
cause 
the 
otllcor 
t,o suppose 
that 
he had dangerous weapons with 
him r 


If 
the 
convict 
was 
in 
that 
attitude, then 
the prlsoucr will be wholly absolved. If you find 
agnliist the prisoner on that issue, then the verdict 
will be either murder or manslaughter in t;ic fourth 
degree. 


THE VEBDICT.

dict of acquittal.
